Introduction: In our previous ar- 
ticle we made mention of the cus- 
tom of marriages in the oriental 
countries, as used by Christ to 
foreshadow the espousal, second 
coming and marriage of the Bride 
and Bridegroom. To the end that 
the subject may become plainer in 


its application we will here add 
certain other references. 
Among the Jews, Arabs and 


Syr.ans, an espousal was binding 
to the effect that oftentimes the 
bridegroom secured the engage- 
ment with certain preleminary fi- 
nancial arrangements, after which 
the betrothal ceremony was given. 
A bride was also sometimes taken 
from the ranks of captured en- 
emies, Judges 5:30. Both of the 
above features have been amply 
met by Christ in the espousal of 
His Church Bride. He has placed 
at the disposal of the Church 
which He has espoused to to be 
His wife, 2 Cor. 11:2, all the treas- 
ures of the Godhead. The un- 
searchable riches of Christ are now 
at the command of His Bride. 
These may be drawn upon freely. 
Such is a pledge that He will per- 
form unto the Church the mar- 
riage vows as made in the cove- 
nant of her espousal unto H‘m. 
Again it is true that Christ in His 
conflict with Satan has actually 
wrested from him the lovely maid- 
ens who themselves make up the 
company of His Bride; she is 





therefore a captured maiden taken 
from the spoils and ravages of war, 
Judges 5:30, endowed with all His 
spiritual treasure and _ wealth. 
Christ is responsible for the main- 
tenance of her during His absence 
as the Bridegroom; He furnishes 
her spiritual food and raiment 
which comes unto her from the 
bounties of the King.

The ten virgins, as we have al- 
ready stated, are but a representa- 
tive company, which represents the 
Bride or the Church as espoused 
unto Christ. What was required of 
them is required of every individual 
who seeks to enter the kingdom of 
heaven. The lesson has no other 
value or purpose other than to 
teach us what is necessary that we 
may be ready for His coming. 

As we mentioned in our previous 
article, the Bride and her company 
are waiting at the earthly home of 
the Bride where she has spent the 
day of grace robing and bedecking 
herself with gifts and graces of 
righteousness to insure her accept- 
ance by her coming bridegroom. 
Her friends which are none other 
than the diversified ministries set 
in the Church by Christ, mention- 
ed in Eph. 4:11, have remained 


with and assisted her in her ready- 
making. The Bridegroom has re- 
mained at home at the throne of 
intercession where those who have 
gone on before of that blest com- 


pany of the Bride have _ recited 
poems and have sung anthems of 
praise unto His name and in honor 
of Him and His family. For nine- 
teen centuries saints and sages 
have sung the praises of the com- 
ing Bridegroom. We must take in- 
co consideration the fact that the 
company of the Bride is divided 
into two great companies. The de- 
ceased have already departed to be 
with Christ, Phil. 1:21-23. These 
will return with Him when He 
comes again, 1 Thess. 4:16-17. 
Then there is another blest com- 
pany that remains here in earth, 
who make up and who are also a 
part of the Bride, assisting His be- 
loved Bride through the entangle- 
ments of life, that she may be 
ready for His appearing. The lat- 
ter will be caught up to meet Him 
in the air when He returns with 
that part of the Bride that has by 
reason of death gone to be with 
Him. 1 Thess. 4:17. 
When Were the Lamps Lighted 
The blest espousal began after 
Christ had given His_ precious 
blood on Calvary to open a foun- 
tain of cleansing for the washing 
and preparation of the Bride’s gar- 
ments from the defilements of sin. 
Those who from the earliest times 
of the preaching of the gospel of 
Christ’s death on the cross, have 
by the acceptance of it, and by the 
process of regeneration, sanctifi- 
cation and infilling of the Spirit 
had their lamps lighted in prepa- 
ration for the grandest and most 
sublime event ever narrated by 
Christ or men; i. e., the coming of 
Christ as a Bridegroom to be re- 
united with His redeemed saints

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le Great or Full Joy - - 


By R. P. Johnson 
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ITS FOUNDATION AND CON- 
DITION 


The purpose of this article (in 
the main) is to aid souls in their 
search for and to encourage them 
in embracing a deep satisfying joy 
that continues ever the same: a joy 
that gives strength to the soul and 
makes it able to successfully wres- 
tle against principalities, against 
powers, and against the rulers of 
darkness of this (age) world, 
against spiritual wickedness in 
high places; a joy that sustains the 
soul in time of trial and fortifies 
it against the day of temptation. 
For me to be able to help you and 
for you to get any benefit from 
this writing it will be necessary for 
us to see that deep joy has both a 
foundation and conditions and it 
will be necessary for us to dis- 
tinguish between the _ foun- 
dation and the conditions. This 
leads us to inquire, What is meant 
by the terms foundation and condi- 
tions?” 

The Definition 

In this article we use the term 
“foundation” or “ground” as 
meaning “the moving, procuring 
cause,” that in which the plan of 
joy originated, the source of joy: 
that which is the fundamental rea- 
son or cause of the whole move- 
ment for joy. The term “condition” 
is that without which joy would 
never come, that which has been 
or can be done to bring about the 
desired end. The application and 
importance of this distinction we 
will see as we proceed. 

The Foundation 

Turning to Luke’s record of the 
gospel we read, “‘Fear not: for, be- 
hold, I bring you good tidings of 
GREAT JOY, which shall be to all 


people. For unto you is born this 
day in the city of David a Savior, 
which is Christ the Lord,” Luke 2: 
10, 11. Reading from St. John’s 
record, “For God so loved the 
world, that He gave Hisonlybegot- 
ten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life,” John 3:16. No- 
tice that when God gave His Son 
He had the angel to present Him 
as a GREAT JOY bringer. But 
back of God’s giving was His un- 


dying, far reaching love. Had He 
not first loved, He would never 
have given as He gave. Had He 


not given, we would not be rejotc- 
ing with joy unspeakable and full 
of glory. We conclude that the one 
foundation or ground of joy 1s 
70d’s love. I know that Paul said 
that, “Ye are built upon the foun- 
dation of the apostles and proph- 
ets, Jesus Christ being the Chief 
corner stone,”’ Eph. 2:20. Again he 
says, “Other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ,” 1 Cor. 3:11. But 
these statements do not weaken 
our argument on God’s love being 
the one foundation for joy, for the 
giving of Jesus and the sending 
forth of the apostles was one of 
the ways that He could manifest 
His love. They were that which 
love gave or sent forth. All of 
their teachings and works were 
founded in love. Even the death of 
Christ had its origin in love. In 
fact, salvation’s whole redemptive 
plan is nothing more nor less than 
LOVE in action. 

Look Well to the Foundation 

Jesus, the apostles and proph- 
ets all would have you look well 
to the foundation. If the founda- 
tion should be found to be faulty 
they would have souls to beware. 
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Jesus and those whom He chose to 
minister with Him were untiring in 
their efforts and patient in their 
dealings with souls that they might 
get them fixed upon a firm foun- 
dation. The great burden of their 
messages and labor was to tell of 
and manifest the love of God, to 
persuade souls to embrace and 
trust in it with that assurance that 
it never fails. They did and I do 
count it a great privilege to remind 
readers and listeners that “in God 
they live and move and have their 
being.” All should know that if 
they are His they are His in love 
and that all their moving (acting) 
and living is to be prompted be- 
cause of His love. Not only so but 
we are to have the love of God 
shed abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost. Rom. 5:5. Jesus gave 
us to understand that love was the 
motive power behind all of His 
words, works and suffering. We 
understand that every sermon, all 
exhortation, correction, and re- 
proof must have their ground in 
love, otherwise God is not in them. 
Nothing short of love will fulfill 
the law neither meet the require- 
ments of grace. Love and love only 
sends forth the refreshing, invigor- 
ating showers of blessing that the 
early Christians enjoyed and that 
are ours when conditions are met. 
According to Matt. 22:39,40, all the 
law and the prophets hang upon 
love to God and love to our neigh- 
bor. All that the law stood for o1 
against and all that the prophets’ 
messages included orembodied was 
for the express purpose of arous- 
ing souls to, and instructing, guid- 
ing or directing them in the way of 
love and its benefits. Hallelujah! 
In these two verses we learn that 
when love gets its way, it controls 
heart, mind, soul and strength, and 
that our works will be the fruit of 
benevolence. The soul that comes 
into possession of and rests upon

Prayer

“Praying always with all pray- 
er and supplication in the Sp-rit, 
and watching thereunto with all 
perseverance and supplication for 
all saints,” Eph. 6:18. 

I feel that this is a very impor- 
tant subject, and more especially 
in this day and time in which we 
are now living.

In Rom, 12:17, 18, we _ read,

sight of all men. If it be possible, 
as much as lieth in you, live peace- 
ably with all men.” And Matt. 5: 
23, 24, “Therefore if thou bring thy 
gift to the altar, and there remem- 
berest that thy brother hath ought 
against thee; leave there thy gift 
before the altar, and go thy way; 
first be reconciled to thy brother, 
and then come and offer thy gift.” 
Now if we have little old petty 
cross feelings against any one, just 
old grudges that won’t let people 
speak to each other, oh it doesn’t 
amount to much, but remember 
the little fox that destroys the vine. 
These things are a hindrance and 
must be gotten out of the way be- 
fore we can expect an answer tc 
our prayers. Then husbands and 
wives are admonished as being 
heirs together of the grace of life, 
that their prayers be not hindered. 
When I think of so many of our 
sisters in Christ who have wicked 
husbands, I fear we don’t take 
their case to heart and pray as we 
should. I bave in mind one dear sis- 
ter who had good saivation but her 
husband was a hard sinner and 
made it so hard for her to live a 
Christian, but she just held on to 
70d with a deathlike grip until the 
dear Lord got hold of his heart and 
wonderfully saved, sanctified, and 
filled him with the Holy Ghost. 
Though she did have to pray eight- 
een years, they walk together 
heart to heart and hand in hand in 
this good holy way and their pray- 
ers are not hindered. 

1 Cor. 7:16, “For what knowest 
thou, O wife, whether thou shalt 
save thy husband? or how know- 
est thou, O man, whether thou 
shalt save thy wife?” Do not give 
up because they are so _ hard 
against this true way and are giv- 
ing you all kinds of trouble, for 
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God will avenge His own elect 
which cry day and night unto Him. 
though He bear long with them. I 
tell you He will avenge them 
speedily, so let us look up, take 
fresh courage and bear our cross 
daily, for in due time we shall reap 
if we faint not. Remember the lit- 
tle motto that hangs on the wall, 
“Prayer changes things.”

and new creation of which He is 
Head. The Church has journeyed 
dispensationally to meet Him at 
His coming, ever since He ascend- 
ed from His disciples at Bethany. 
The sole requirement for accept- 
ance of an individual by Him when 
He returns is a “lighted lamp”’ fill- 
ed with oil. Every saint who has 
been filled with the Spirit and so 
remained in their journey of life. 
have by that act and condition, and 
that alone, qualified themselves for 
entrance into His kingdom. 

While the Bridegroom Tarried 

We must take into consideration 
why he has tarried. He has spent 
this long period of time “tarrying 
within the veil,” Heb. 10:19-25, in 
intercession for us and making all 
necessary atonement ard arrange- 


ments for our acceptance and 
blessings. Jno. 14:2-3. After the 


dispensation of grace is ended as 
allotted to the Gentiles for their 
“fullness,” then Christ, our heaveii- 
ly Bridegroom, will come for those 
who are ready, and catch them 
away out of this dark, troublesome 
world, while judgments are pourea 
out upon the ungodly and unbeliev- 
ing. These virgins show’ us just 
how the “falling away,” the apos- 
tasy, began and how it continued 
through the entire church age. It 
came on by “slumbering and sleep- 
ing” of the Christians. Even in the 
Ephesian period, not later than 
A.D. 100, Christ complained that 
the Church had left its “‘first love,” 
Rev. 2:4. The apostle was aware 
of such a condition also and sound- 
ed the alarm unto the same belov- 
ed Ephesians in Eph. 5:14, sayitig. 
“Awake thou that sleepest, and 
arise from the dead, and Christ 
shall give thee light.”” Unto the 
Romans he cried, “Now is it high 
time to awake out of sleep: The 
night is far spent, the day is at 
hand: let us therefore cast off the 
works of darkness, and let us put 
on the armour of light,” Rom. 13: 
11, 12. And again unto the Corin- 
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thians he sounds the alarm, 
“Awake unto righteousness and 
sin not,” 1 Cor. 15:34. Darkness 
and sin are always associated. 
“They that sleep, sleep in the 
night.”’ Darkness is a type of sin, 
John 1:5-7, and everywhere men- 
tioned. Where Christians are re- 
ferred to as “sleeping” it always 
means either going back into sin 
or growing tired and _ careless 
about Christian living; the stage 
of waning love has at least set in. 
Yet it is stated that “while the 
bridegroom tarried, they all slum- 
bered and slept.” But all that was 
necessary for the wise virgins to 
do was to arouse themselves to 
Christian activity, prayer, lamp 
trimming, etc. and they were again 
ready for His coming. There are 
times in the lives of the best of us 
that we become drowsy and tired 
of the long weary waiting through 
toils of the night, trials, tests and 
difficulties; but we can be aroused 
and do arouse ourselves and trim 
lamps. 

While this was true of the wisc 
virgins who had an extra supply 
of oil and knew how to draw the 
oil of the Holy Spir:t by prayer and 
consecration, the foolish virgins 
were not so fortunately situated. 
Yet it is stated that they had oil 
in their lamps. The evidence points 
to the fact that they had begun in 
the Spirit and had ended up in the 
flesh. They had run well for a sea- 
son, but had been hindered and 
had fallen asleep and did noi 
awake in time to make the neces- 
sary preparation for His coming. 
It is also stated that they trimme:! 
their lamps. It is not enough to 
have a wick, and to trim it by ask- 
ing prayers as is evidenced by 
“give us of your oil for our lamos 
are gone out.”’ Mere profession will 
not suffice. Each individual who 
enters Christ’s kingdom must not 
only be born again but must stay 
spiritual, since if ‘‘we have not the 
Spirit of Christ we are none of 
his,” Rom. 8:9. We are command- 
ed to be filled with the Spirit, Eph. 
5:18. The method is set forth in 
Jude; namely, “But ye, beloved, 
building up yourselves on your 
most holy faith, praying in the 
Holy Ghost,” v. 20. It will not suf- 
fice to simply be found among 
those who are really possessed of 
the Spirit or belong to some 
church; it is an individual matter 
and every man will either enter the 
kingdom of heaven on his own 
spiritual strength and grace or he 
will be denied entrance therein. 
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Comparison 

If the above analogy is not the 
true and correct meaning of the 
parable, then it forever loses all its 
meaning and significance. No one 
doubts that the oil as here men- 
tioned means the presence of the 
Holy Ghost in the lives of those 
who were waiting. If this be true, 
then all who were so possessed and 
so remained were qualified for en- 
trance into the kingdom of heaven. 
If the reception of the Holy Spirit 
qualifies those at the end of the 
age, it by natural sequence quali- 
fied those of the entire church age, 
otherwise qualification becomes 
unqualification. That Christ was 
accounted as a Bridegroom we are 
certain, (1) by the Baptist’s testi- 
mony concerning him, John 3:39: 
(2) by the language of Christ him- 
self, Matt. 9:15. Those who follow- 
ed Him were by Him called _ the 
“children of the bridechamber” or 
those who were making ready for 
the uniting of the Bride and Bride- 
groom. The language of John ir 
3:29 is also very — distinct 
concerning who the Bride actually 
is; it can be none other than thos: 
who are found in the blest associa- 
tion and companionship of the 
Bridegroom. That this is the cor- 
rect analysis is attested by the 
parable that follows it in the four- 
teenth verse of the same chapter. 
All the parables relating unto the 
kingdom describe either process of 
the kingdom itself, qualification 
for entrance or consequence of not 
being prepared. 
When does the Bridegroom Come? 

The answer is simply “at mid- 
night.””’ What can it mean? is the 
next question asked. (1) Fromitwe 
learn that the night of sin is on 
in the world and that it is dark; 
except for those who are divine- 
ly lighted by the presence of 
the Holy Spirit in their lives. (2) We 
gather that as Christ the Bride- 
groom tarries the world grows 
darker and darker by reason of 
“slumbering and_ sleeping” of 
Christianity itself. We are express- 
ly told by Christ Himself that “the 
love of many shall wax cold,” Matt. 
24:12. The holy apostle also tells 
us that “in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits and doc- 
trines of the devil,” 1 Tim. 4:1. He 
further adds that “evil men and 
seducers shall wax worse and 
worse, deceiving, and being de- 
ceived,” 2 Tim. 3:13. And again 
that “in the last days perilous 
times shall come, because men

shall be lovers of their own selves” 
* * “lovers of pleasures more than 
lovers of God,” who will have a 
form of godliness ‘‘but deny the 
power thereof.” The world itself is 
in the gross darkness of sin, to 
which is added the deepening apos- 
tasy which intensifies that dark- 
ness itself, as when those who 
walk by a light, if that light is 
blown out or extinguished the 
darkness is rendered extremely in- 
tense by the absence of the light. 
Christians are by Chr’st called the 
light of the world. Matt. 5:14. The 
apostasy itself also reacts as if to 
justify sin in others by professed 
Christians allowing or practising 
it themselves. We may therefore 
deduce that by the “midnight cry” 
in connection with the return of 
Christ, that it pre-eminently fore- 
shadows that He will come when 
the apostasy of the Church itself 
is at its worst: and when lawless- 
ness is everywhere on the increase. 
Who Will Be Ready 

We have the Bible on our side 
when we say that those who have 
“a lighted lamp” or are themselves 
Spirit-filled are ready for the com- 
ing of the Bridegroom. They are in 
our previous text accounted as 
“those who were ready, and went 
in with the Bridegroom to the mar- 
riage.’ If this is required at the 
coming of Christ, it was required 
of all who have gone before. If 
those who are not Spirit-filled at 
His coming were not ready, none 
who died since His ascension were 
ready without such a filling. Oil 
and a lighted lamp as mentioned in 
this parable are synonymous with 
“wedding garment” mentioned in 
Matt. 22:11. Witheut the oil and 
lighted lamp one cannot enter the 
kingdom. To enter without the 
wedd'ng garment was to do so only 
to be cast out. Either of these re- 
quirements is a symbol of salva- 
tion. Accordingly we are com- 
manded by Chr'st, “Let your light 
so shine before men, that they may 
see your good works and glorify 
your Father in Heaven,” Matt. ‘5: 
16. “‘Let your loins be girded about, 
and your lamps burning; and ye 
yourselves like unto men that wait 
for their lord, when he will return 
from the wedding; that when he 
cometh and knocketh, they may 
open unto him immediately,” Luke 
12:35, 36. Girded loins here means 
those who are girded about with 
truth, Eph. 6:14, and who by rea- 
son of same have their lamps burn- 
ing and are ready to receive or 
open to their lord “immediately.” 
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Conclusion 

Christ the Bridegroom has not 
returned to earth as soon as it was 
first expected by His disciples. His 
delay has allowed ample time for 
probation of Christianity, which 
has divided itself into the two 
classes of wise and foolish virgins. 
The wise are those who are care- 
ful to maintain good works and to 


walk in charity, Eph. 2:10. The 
foolish are those who seem _ to 
think “once in grace, always in 


grace” or those who are careless 
and unconcerned, perhaps depend- 
ing upon the prayers and experi- 
ence of others; they content them- 
selves to be found among th: 
Christians without having obeyed 
the truth of the gospel. Thus they 
fail at the last. Into which of these 
classes have you by your conduct 
fallen? “Be ye also ready, for in 
such an hour as ye think not the 
Son of man cometh.” 

In our next article we will write 
concerning the Bride, her trous- 
seau and home.

God’s love can journey through 
this and into the next age with 


satisfied spirit and perfect ease of 
mind, without either of which no 
one can enjoy deep, abiding, full 
joy. The soul that perceives, builds 
upon, and has the assurance that 
their faith and hopes are anchored 
in that faultless, unshakeable, iu- 
destructible foundation which the 
early Christians rested on and 
trusted in, have the same _ good 
reason for present rejoicing, also 
have sufficient ground to expect 
a continual flow of it, providing 
conditions are met. This leads us 
to inquire into 
The Conditions. 

As previously stated there,is one 
ground and possibly many condi- 
tions, that which has or can be 
done, WITHOUT WHICH we could 
not have perfect or great and full 
joy. It is that which we must ac- 
cept or reject, embrace or turn 
away from that will bring har- 
mony between man a:.d the truth, 
the soul and its God. Of the great 
number of conditions to be found 
in the Bible we will notice five of 
(which we believe are) the most 
important. The first of which is 
the 

Atonement. 

My reason for selecting the 

atonement as the first condition is 
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that it places God and His work 
ahead of man. The atonement in 
my mind stands at the very head of 
all that has been or can be done in 
bringing souls to a knowledge of 
God’s plan for their joy and happi- 
ness. God knew that separate and 
apart from his maker a man could 
never be supremely happy. He 
knew that man out of harmony 
with his Creator has not, neither 
indeed can have full joy, neither 
can he be satisfied or contented, 
therefore, the atonement was 
made. When the atonement is em- 
braced by men it effects a unity 
between them and God. Nothing 
else nor all else that can be or has 
been done can take the place of 
the atonement in bringing men in- 
to harmony with their Maker. Goad 
offers nothing else and it will he 
useless and futile for man to re- 
sort to anything else. Some hold 
that the atonement is the ground 
or foundation of salvation and the 
joys thereof, but we are convinced 
that the love of God is the founda- 
tion and the atonement a condi- 
tion, for love made the atonement, 
the atonement did not beget love. 
The Father. Son and Holy Ghost 
loved before the atonement was 
made. However, the atonement is 
that WITHOUT WHICH the love 
of God could not be fully and safe- 
ly manifested in pardoning sinners 
and sanctifying believers. A soul 
with a mind at enmity with God, 
which is not subject to the law of 
God neither indeed can be, has 
more cause for sorrow than it has 
for happiness. However, the soul 
which finds deliverance from an 
inward, rebellious, carnal prin- 
ciple, and comes into possession of 
a nature or disposition that agrees 
with, embraces, submits to and de- 
lights in doing God’s will, has good 
reason to heed the scriptural ad- 
monition to rejoice, and I say again 
to rejoice. The atonement effects 
reconciliation and brings about 
this happy end. Therefore, it must 
stand at the head of all conditions 
(We will possibly look deeper into 
the atonement in another art‘cle). 
Let us notice that the 
Resurrection 
is a very essential condition o7 
joy. Some would possibly ask, In 
what way could the resurrection 
effect my joy or in what way does 
my joy depend upon the resurrec- 
tion? I answer, Even though 
Christ died, had He not arisen, had 
there not been and were there no 
resurrection we would of all men

An Open Door in Central America

We have just received a com- 
munication from Brother J. H. In- 
gram saying that he would like tu 
go to Central America to open 
up new mission work for the 
Church of God. He has a letter di- 
rect from the president of one of 
the Republics, Guatemala, giving 
him a welcome to come _ into his 
country with the Gospel message. 
Ordinarily one would have to go to 
these countries as a tourist and 
preach when they got an opportun- 
ity, but with this prestige Brother 
Ingram could go into any part cf 
that country and preach openly 2s 
a Missionary. He feels the call and 
the missionary spirit is burning in 
his bosom. What shall we do? 
Please talk to the Lord about this 
and “‘whatever He saith unto you 
do it.” 

With the ever-increasing cry of 
the whitened harvest fields for 
help every member of the Church 
of God should be stirred into mis- 
sionary zeal and activity; which 
would fast fan itself into a flame cf 
world-wide evangelism. It is not 
that we are not financially able to 
send missionaries, or that there is 
none to send; but it is that we are 
lacking in effort and in the true 
conception of the work before us 
and for which God will hold us ac- 
countable. We should bestir our- 
selves and by constant effort to 
raise the needed funds we should 
keep vigil at our task until God 
has given us favor and success in 
other lands. We should be a great 
missionary church, spreading our 
wings as an institution and move- 
ment into every nook and corner 
of God’s green earth: reaping 
down the harvest fields of God. 
Why be so little when God is so 
rich in grace, and can furnish us 
by faith and prayer the needed 
things to make us entirely success- 
ful in every department of our 
work? The man or woman that is 
leader of a congregation, who does 
not constantly hold before his peo- 
ple the needs of other lands con- 


cerning the spread of the gospel; 
is him or herself responsible for 
the failure of the church to branch 
or to spread itself out into greater 
fields of activity and _ usefulness. 
They are no less responsible for 
the failures of the church aloug 
such other lines as it may fail. Be 
a master of the situation, grasp a 
wheel and start something going 
within your church to help the 
mission needs. A regular and sys- 
tematic method of giving should be 
maintained in all our churches. 
Mission societies or circles should 
be organized and actively operat: 
ing in the interest of the mission 
needs. It is not enough to sit still 
and say times are hard or the peo- 
ple are not able to give; it is time 
to awaken to the possibility of do- 
ing great things for God. Let us in- 
crease the mission funds, so that 
we can send out new missionaries 
and support them. I don’t want io 
be little, I don’t want to be poor 
when I get to heaven; or will you, 
but unless we do our duty toward 
the mission cause we will most 
certainly be so. May God stir us 
and may we learn to be loyal to 
the formulated rulings and regula- 
tions of the General Assembly con- 
cerning the Mission work. God help 
us to be loyal and faithful unto the 
trust that has been committed un- 
to us as pastors, as evangelists and 
workers with Christ.

be most miserable, whereas we are 
of all men most happy for now we 
understand and agree with Peter 
when he says, “Blessed be the God 
and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, which according to his 
abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again to a lively hope by the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ from the 
dead,” 1 Peter 1:3. 

The importance of the resurrec- 
tion is shown by the prominent 
place it fills in the gospel. The New 
Testament system would fall to 
pieces without it. Take the resur- 
rection out and you throw away 
sound doctrine, sound faith and 
sound hope. On the day of Pente- 
cost when all Jerusalem was stir- 
red over what had taken place in 
the upper room, anxious hearts 
were asking, “What meaneth 
this?” Peter first called their at- 
tention to the crucifixion (atone- 
ment), then he turns to the resur- 
rection and gives credit to the 
resurrected Christ for that glori- 
ous, marvelous, miraculous out- 
pouring of glory and power. There- 
fore, the disciples’ joy was greater 
than it was out at Bethany—the 
atonement and resurrection, two 
of the most essential conditions 
have been faithfully met by the Fa- 
ther, Son and Holy Ghost, but 
there are other essential conditions 
to be met and they can only be met 
by those who are expecting the 
benefits. There are three for us tc 
meet, the first of which is 


Repentance 


This is a necessary condition of 
joy and even tho’ the Holy Ghost 
plays an important part in bring- 
ing a soul to a penitent state (for 
it is He that reproves of sin, of 
righteousness, and the judgment) 
yet the burden of repentance is 
upon the sinner. Repentance im- 
plies confession of all known sin. 
It implies godly sorrow. It implies 
God is wholly right and the sinner 
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wholly wrong. It implies a. crying 
out of the soul against sin, and to 
God for relief. The penitent soul 
looks upon sin as being abomni- 
able and hateful. It implies confes- 
sion of sin to man when sinned 
against, and restitution as far as 
he is able, for no one can be real- 
ly happy in the presence of one 
whom he has wronged except 
they have made an honest con- 
scientious effort to correct that 
wrong. If you have a sin unrepent- 
ed of, you are an agent of your 
own sorrow and emptiness. The 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost met 
conditions which called for a great 
sacrifice on their part, and it will 
be out of the question for you to 
try to meet conditions without 
making a sacrifice. Remember that 
he who fails in repentance robs 
himself of God’s proffered strength 
-the soul’s fortification against 
the day of sorrow. But repentance 
cannot and must not be your 
camping ground, for this road 
leads to 
Faith as a Condition of Joy 
Ovangel or New Testament faith 
implies the embracing of the truth 
with the heart, mind and will. It 
implies intellectual perception of 
the plan of salvation and the will 
agreeing with and closing in with 
what has been revealed. We walk 
by faith and not by sight, yet we 
walk in the light. The gospel is 
that light. After the truths of the 
gospel have been taught and you 
refuse to embrace them or even 
neglect to close in with the truth, 
then you identify yourself with un- 
believers, for the rejection of truth 
is the unbelief spoken of in the 
16th chapter of Mark. Paul says 
that without faith it is impossible 
to please God. Faith is not only the 
reception, but the practising of all 
truth as far as one may be enlight- 
ened. The heart embraces each 
truth as a part of the whole truth 
and because it is truth must of 
course receive all known truth. For 
it is plainly unreasonable that the 
heart, mind and will should em- 
brace some revealed truth because 
of love for it, and reject other re- 
vealed truths, for all truth is har- 
monious. One truth of the gospel 
is in harmony with every other 
truth. The heart that loves and re- 
ceives one truth, will for the same 
reason receive and rejoice in all 
truth. This I claim is the faith that 
pleases God and without which it 
is impossible to please Him, and no 
moral being can have full joy so 
long as they from their heart, mind

and will displease God, so it is 
plainly to be seen that faith is a 
condition of joy. Another  condi- 
tion of joy is 


Obedience. 


Obedience consists in faithfully 
discharging one’s duty as outlined 
in the gospel. Jesus teaches that 
we are to love God with all our 
heart, soul, strength and mind, ana 
our neighbor as ourselves. Love is 
the universal language of the New 
Testament. If we perform one duty 
because we love, we will for the 
Same reason perform every duty. 
That which is possible for me t» 
perform becomes my duty. If I re- 
fuse or neglect to faithfully attend 
to it I automatically fall in line 
with the disobedient. I have a 
standard for my home and it be- 
comes the duty of each member of 
my house to cheerfully, freely and 
honestly put forth such efforts as 
lie in their power to maintain this 
standard, for the happiness of our 
home depends upon it. God has a 
standard for His house and _ the 
happiness of His children depends 
upon His standard being main- 
tained. This dependence becomes 
one of our strongest arguments for 
full obedience. No child can con- 
scientiously say that they are not 
duty bound to put forth such ef- 
forts and make such sacrifices as 
necessity demands in raising and 
carrying out the New Testament 
standard of living. Every duty 
becomes a duty because it is 
right. And every right carries 
with it a corresponding  ob- 
ligation, as there can be no righi 
without obligation to establish and 
maintain that right. Where there 
is no right there is no obligation 
Where there is no obligation there 
is no duty. But where there is right 
there is obligation and duty. And 
where obligation is not faithfully 
met duty is not fully discharged, 
and where duty has been shirked 
or neglected we have a plain case 
of willful disobedience. It is folly 
for anyone to ask and expect full 
joy except they meet the conditions 
of full obedience. Samuel told Saul 
that obedience was better than 
sacrifice. One speaker in the Acts 
of the Apostles informed his con- 
gregation that God would give the 
Holy Ghost to them that obey Him. 
Our duty lies not in that which we 
see in the far dim distance, but in 
the performance of that which lies 
plainly at hand. The program of 
the Church of God calls for those 
things and only those things that 
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are possible to its members, and 
its members, by obeying the 
Church’s call to service and to sac- 
rifice, may and will make _ the 
Church program a success, result- 
ing in great joy to the entire body. 
On the other hand by members 
failing or refusing to heed the call 
to service and to _ sacrifice, the 


Church’s program breaks down 
and her joy drops to a very low 
ebb. The Church’s program will 


not fall through if her members 
serve and sacrifice. They will serve 
and sacrifice if they meet their ob- 
ligations, and if they meet their 
obligations they must discharge 
their duty. Wherever duty is fully 
discharged credit must be given for 
full obedience. And where both 
minister and laymen render full 
obedience you will see faces radi- 
ant with the glory of God. There 
will be hearts just bubbling over 
with the love of God. Souls will be 
tiptoeing with hearty amens. It 
will be a very common thing to 
hear a holy laugh burst forth from 
happy hearts. Strong healthy glo- 
ries and loud hallelujahs will not 
be absent while we work and wor- 
ship. Old time singing, old time 
praying, old time shouting, old 
time dancing, old time healings, 
old time love feasts, old time 
preaching, in fact, old time reli- 
gion will be restored to its place in 
the Church and in the lives of its 
members, which is now occupied 
by a modern religious form with- 
out life or power.

APRIL 1 


THE RISEN CHRIST . 


TEXT: John 20:1-16 — MEMORY VERSE: V. 8. 


TIME: Sunday, April 9, A. D. 30. — PLACE: Jerusalem. 
GOLDEN TEXT: If ye then be risen with Christ, seek those things which are 


above, where Christ sitteth on the right hand of God.—Col. 3:1. 
LEADING THOUGHT: The resurrection of Christ is one of the best attested ani 


most important facts in history. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 

HIS DISCIPLES AT THE SEPULCHRE 

V.1. “The first day of the week.” The 
Christian Sunday observed as a memorial 
and proof that Christ arose from the 
dead. Christians don’t keep the sad days 
as if Christ had not risen, but a new day, 
the queen of all days. “Cometh Mary 
Magdalene eariy.” She had come with 
other women for the purpose of further 
anointing the body of Jesus for perma- 
nent burial. It seems as if she withdrew 
herself from them after she saw what 
had happened. “While it was yet dark.” 
The possible reason why she did not enter 
the tomb with others. Luke has it, “Be- 
fore the breaking of the full day.” Mark 
puts it, “exceeding early.” “Unto the 
sepulchre, and seeth the stone taken 
away from the sepulchre.” She knew that 
something miraculous had happened and 
therefore fled. 

PETER AND JOHN 

Vv. 2. “Then she runneth and cometh 
to Simon Peter.” Perhaps a divine ar- 
rangement here occurred to strengthen 
Peter’s faith. “And to the other disciple 
whom Jesus loved.” The word used for 
love is “ephilei,” the love of personal af- 
fection, the same as bestowed on Lazarus 
and his sisters. Peter and John are oft- 
times associated together. Peter was per- 
haps the oldest of the apostles and John 
the youngest. “And saith unto them,They 
have taken away the Lord out of the 
sepulchre.” To Mary, Jesus who had died 
and was laid in the tomb was still the 
Lord. “And we know not where they 
have laid him.” She perhaps. thought 
Joseph and Nicodemus or the chief priests 
or possibly the Roman soldiers or Jews 
had removed Him. And we know not 


what other burytng place they have 
chosen. 
Vv. 3. “Peter therefore went forth, and 


that other disciple.” With this fact Luke 
24:12 is also in accord. Peter arose and 
ran unto the sepulchre. John has it, “And 
the other disciple.” And came to the 
sepulchre avout daybreak. 

V. 4. “So they ran both together.” Anx- 
ious to see what had happened. “And the 
other disciple did outrun Peter, and 
came first to the sepulchre.” John being 
the younger could perhaps outrun Peter 
the elder. 

THE EMPTY TOMB 

Vv. 5. “And he stooping down, and look- 

ing in.” Because of the low entrance to 


the tomb. “Saw the linen clothes lying.” 
Recognized by him as Christ’s grave 
clothes. “Yet went he not in.” Perhaps 
filled with awe, reverence, mystery and 
possible fear, mingled with hope, he did 
not disturb the sacred place. 

V. 6. “Then cometh Stmon Peter fol- 
lowing him, and went into the sepulchre.” 
He may have paused to look and ponder, 
nevertheless the decisive Peter would 
make an examination. “And seeth the 
linen clothes lying.” This was evidence 
that the body of Jesus was not stolen 
away. If it had been, the linen clothes 
would have been taken with it. 

V. 7. “And the napkin, that was about 
his head, not lying with the linen clothes, 
but wrapped together in a_ place by it 
self.” This is evidence that the body was 
not removed for another burial, nor hast- 
ily or hurriedly removed. The evidence 
points to deliberation, choice and care. 
“The new life has raiment of its own be- 
longing to a higher region of existence, 
woven in spiritual looms, yet the hands 
that unwound these bandages and head- 
cloth and laid them as Peter and John 
saw them, were capable of physical ex- 
ertions and activity.” 

V. 8 “Then went In also that other 
disciple, which came first to the sepul- 
chre.” His courage, revived by the em- 
bolden Peter, John also entered. “And 
he saw and believed.” That is he saw the 
disposition of the grave clothes and 
therefore believed that Christ had arisen 
from the dead. 

Vv. 9. “For as yet they knew not the 
scripture, that he must rise again from 
the dead.” Had they known the sixteenth 
and twenty-second Psalms it would have 
made them triumphant in the hour of 
the Lord’s deepest humiliation and would 
have convinced them that Christ would 
prove to be Lord of lords. 

Vv. 10. “Then the disciples went away 
again unto their own home.” Perhaps to 
Peter’s lodging in Jerusalem, Luke 24: 
12. John also had a home in Jerusalem 
John 19:27. The resurrection, though a 
fact, had nevertheless for the most part 
caused a state of bewilderment and un- 
belief as is evidenced from the two dis- 
ciples which journeyed from Emmaus, 
from whom we learn certain women af- 
firmed the tomb to be empty, that they 
had seen a vision of angels whieh de. 
clared Him to be alive, and that certain 
of our company had visited the sepulchre 
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and found it even as the women had said, 
but Him they saw not,” Luke 24:22, 24. 
Verse 21 is expressive of their unbelief. 
Verse 11 says, “And their words seemed 
to them as idle tales.” 

MARY WEEPING AT THE SEPULCHRE 

v.11. “But Mary stood without at the 
sepulchre weeping.” She had not  over- 
come her fears or at least had not grasp- 
ed the idea of the resurrection of life. 
The crushing and overwhelming grief 
still weighed heavily upon her. “And as 
she wept, she stooped down and looked 
into the sepulchre.” Perhaps looking for 
the body of her Lord. 

THE TWO ANGELS 

V.12. “And seeth two angels in white.” 
Glittering garments; the adjective used 
often refers to the precious heavenly 
things as it is used for the garments of 
the glorified, Rev. 3:4, 5, 18; Acts 1:10; 
Rev. 7:9, 13. “Sitting, the ome at the 
head, and the other at the feet, where 
the body of Jesus had lain.” These an- 
gels were sitting on the stone slab per- 
haps themselves enwrapped in sacred 
memories of the past victories of Jesus 
and of the depth of the meaning of His 
resurrection and salvation offered to a 
lost and dying world. 

Vv. 13. “And they say unto her, Wo- 
man why weepest thou?” Jesus now be- 
yond the reach of pain or death and soon 
to enter upon His heavenly ministry of 
intercession from which the whole world 
would be blessed, afforded no occasion 
for weeping. “She saith unto them, be 
cause they have taken away my Lord, and 
I know not where they have laid him.” 
She may have thought that His body had 
been removed and cast out into the val- 
ley of Hinnom where the bodies of crim- 
inals were ofttimes put. 

JESUS AND MARY 

V. 14. “And when she had thus said, 
she turned herself back.” That is, turn- 
ing away from the angels and from their 
apparent but fruitless offer of sympathy, 
still passionately weeping in desolation 
and brokenness of heart. She had never- 
theless, by turning, come face to face 
with her Beloved. “And saw Jesus stand- 
ing, and knew not that it was Jesus.” 
Slow to comprehend because of her over- 
burdened spirit she does not recognize 
Him. His identity was in some way vb- 
secure. 

V. 15. “Jesus saith unto her, Woman, 
why weepest thou?” Using the same lan- 
guage of the angels in Verse 13. These 
are the first words uttered by Jesus afte: 
His resurrection. To the poor in Spirit 
and unto those who mourn and weep He 
had pronounced in the Beatitudes as 
blessed. “Whom seekest thou?” Jesus 
knew she had lost someone and knew 
she was seeking that person. “She, sup- 
posing him to be the gardener.” That fs, 
a friend and not a stranger, possibly a 
disciple and certainly not a Roman sor- 
dier or hostile priest. “Saith unto him, 
Sir, if thou have borne him hence.” These 
words revealed the fixed weight and idea 
of her heart.

been borne away from the sepulchre. 
“Tell me where thou hast laid him, and 
I will take him away.” She has no thought 
of the resurrection but alone of extend- 
ing offices of love and respect to her 
Lord whom she believed to be now dead. 

V. 16. “Jesus saith unto her, Mary.” 
He had previously addressed her as wo- 
man, making her a possible representa- 
tive of all suffering humanity, “weeping 
over the inability to find any strength of 
fellowship between itself and the invis- 
ible God. Feeling unconsciously after 
Christ and haply not finding Him. Weep- 
ing because hostility had obliterated Him 
or superstitution had concealed Him while 
all the while He was near at hand.” The 
word “Mary” revealed an acquaintance of 
a friend dear and no doubt sent a thrill 
through her heart. And immediately “she 
turned herself, and saith unto him (in 
Hebrew), Rabboni,” which is to say, Mas- 
ter.
